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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon 
consideration the restriction requirement has been withdrawn in light of the novelty 
of the base cyclooctadine terpyridine complex. The prior art does not teach nor 
suggest substitution of the claimed substituents on the claimed complex in the 
manner recited in the claims nor a reason to modify any reference to obtain the 
compounds claimed. 

Accordingly, claims 1-7, 9 and 10 are allowed.
